cutors. The committee’s Republican ( 
chairman put off the first lady, saying ■ 
investigators want to gather more doc- 
uments before questioning her. 

The Senate committee also an- 
nounced it plans to continue its inves- 
tigation indefinitely and needs another 
$600,000.

Grazing fee skids to $1135 Simpson goes under oath

■ WASHINGTON — An oversupply of beef hns 
caused cattle prices to plummet nnd ranchers will 
be paying Icsb to graze their stock on federal 
land. ' . ^ 

Grazing fees for 1996 will be reduced- by 16 
. percent to $1.35 per cow-calf pair or five sheep, 
the, Interior Department said Monday. More than 
27,000 ranchers graze , cattle on some of the 270 
million acres managed by the Interior Department 
and U.S. Forest Service. 

, .!,T!he grazing fees are adjusted annually using a 
complex formula' that factors beef market prices, 
, operating costs and other considerations. 

,V Die lower grazing fees will cost the U.S. Trea- 
sury millions of dollars, although the exact 
amount could not be determined. 'Ranchers paid 
i $17-5 mUlion to graze on Interior Department 
[arid in 1 993 and millions more to graze in feder- 
al forests. It’s the last year any aggregate figures 
; were available. Fees in 1993 stood at $1.86 per 
caw-calf. ■ 

.The Interior Deportment said that' fees will go 
from $1 .61 per cow-calf or five sheep in 1995 to 
$1.35 this year, largely because lower beef-cattle 
prices and Higher production costs. Last year the 
; fee .was lowered from $1.98 in 1994 to $1.61, 


also reflecting market declines. . ^1. 

Because of nn ovcrsupply of beef, catue prices ’ 
have dropped by 35 percent in the last three years 
from a peak ofj$1.03 a pound in 1993 to 68 cents 
a pound at the end of last year, according to the 
National Cattlemen’s Association. 

“That’s the nature ,of the cattle cycle," said 
Chuck Lambert, an economist for the association. 
He said prices increased steadily from 1989 to_ 
1993, prompting ranchers to overproduce. Xast 
year, higher com prices compounded the problem 
as fecdlot operators offered lower prices for 
calves, he said. , 

Federal grazing fees, which arc generally much 
tower than fees charged by private landowners or 
states, have been the focus of controversy for 
years. Environmentalists contend that they arc 
too low nnd lend to overgrazing and destruction 
of federal rangeland. 

< Three years ago, when the fee stood at $1.98 
per unit. Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt began a 
campaign to raise the fee to $3.96, but Western 
lawmakers in Congress stood firm against any

'Scientists paint atmosphere of Jupiter 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. — Data returned by the Galileo probe 
revealed unexpected findings about the atmosphere of Jupiter that • 
may force scientists to rethink how the planet -was formed, -NASA sci— - - 
entists said today. 

Instruments aboard the probe found higher winds, dricr-than-antici- 

:patcd conditions,- about half the expected amount of helium and a dif- 

ferent cloud structure from what most researchers had expected to 
see. 

In early December, a probe released by the unmanned Galileo 
spacecraft parachuted beneath the banded giant planet’s thick clouds. 
During that historic entry into Jupiter’s atmosphere, it relayed a 57- 
minute “weather report” before it melted and vaporized. 

The probe found that lightning occurs on Jupiter only about one- 
tenth os often as Earth. Scientists said that was consistent with an 
absence of watcr clouds, and that the virtual absences of lightning 

- -reduces the probability of finding complex organic molecules in n 
Jupiter’s atmosphere.

House will vote on legislation 
- eliminating-the need for political - 
candidates to obtain signatures on 
nominating petitions to run for 
office. 

The State Affairs Committee on . 
Monday endorsed a bill that would ‘ 
allow candidates to simply pay a 
filing fee. They also could opt not 
to pay the fee, and continue col- 
lecting signatures on petitions as 
they have in the past. 

A state law requires signatures 
from registered voters, ranging 
from five for county officials to 
1,000 for statewide office, before a . 
candidate can file for public 
office. But in the 1994 election the 
courts struck down a provisioh 
that if a candidate fileci 20 percent 
more than the required number of 
signatures, they didn’t have to be 
verified by county, clerks. 

Rep. Jo An Wood, R-Rigby, 
complained that would allow a 
person to pay $30 and run for the 
Legislature with no voter backing. 

But House Speaker Michael . 
Simpson, who sponsored the bill, said 
the measure was designed to make it 
easier, not harder, for people to run. 

“The problem is not enough 
people running,” he said. “I don't 
mind it if more people run under 
this.” . 

Simpson contended the signa- 
ture requirement means little. “It’s. _ 
riot that hard to get 40 signatures,"

First Interstate Bancorp reopens talks of merger with Wells Fargo 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — First In- 
terstate Bancorp has resumed merger 
talks with Wells Fargo & Co., the hos- 
tile bidder whose all-stock offer is 
now worth SI 1.27 billion, SI. 4 billion 
more than that of rival First Bank Sys- 
tem Inc. 

As the Federal Reserve opened 
hearings Monday on the competing 
offers for First Interstate, the sought- 
after lender announced its chairman 
had met, over the weekend with Wells 
Fargo’s chief executive, PaulHazen, 
William E. B. First Inter- 

state’s chairman, discussed' the meet- 


ing in a letter released to the public. 
He said his board had determined re- 
opening talks was required “by our re- 
sponsibilities to shareholders, cus- 
tomers, employees, and the communi- 
ties we servo.’’ 

• Meanwhile, First Interstate’s agree- 
ment to be acquired by First Bank 
System remains in place. 

First Interstate operates in Idaho, 
with branches in the Magic Valley. 

Hnzen dccIincd~to' discuss the new 
talks, saying only that he is "hopeful 
and excited at the prospect we can 
have a merger.” 


While First Interstate felt it had to 
consider the higher Wells Fargo offer, 
local leaders at the Fed hearing in Los 
Angeles reiterated concerns that merg-. 
ing with Wells Fargo would cost the 
^region too many jobs and could result 
in a decline in chnritablc corporate 
giving. 

"Efficiency is not always effective- 
ness,” said the Rev. Cecil Murray,- the - 
influential leader of the First African 
Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
edge of South Central Los Angeles. 
“Getting the bottom line is ruthlcss- 
ncss," 


A merger between San Francisco- 
based Wells Fargo and First Interstate, 
based in Los Angeles, is expected to 
eliminate at least 7,000 California 
jobs, half of them in downtown Los 
Angeles. 

A merger with Minneapolis-based 
First Bank System would be less oner- 
ous to California since a bigger share 
-of the job cuts would comeelsewhcrcr- 
One of the harshest critics of the 
Wells -Fargo proposal, Los Angeles 
Mayor Richard Riordan, acknowl- 
edged the Northern California lender’s 
bid'had become too rich to be ignored. 


But he urged the Fed to require that 
Wells Fargo provide a detailed ac- 
counting of the kinds of loans it would 
make to poor, inner-city neighbor- 
hoods under its recently announced 
$45 billion commitment to communi- 
ty lending. 

Hnzen defended Wells Fargo’s 
.record, telling the Fed panel that his 
- bank^vns-on e- o f thc-flrst- cvcrtcr re-~ 
ccivc an outstanding rating for its 
lending under the Community Rein- 
vestment Act, which requires banks to, 
provide services to poor or minority 
neighborhoods. 


First Bank System and Wells Fargo 
have been battling for First Interstate 
since November.
